World News Recap

March 2015 

Iraq Begins Major Campaign Against ISIS With Help 
From Iran (Mar 2):The Iraqi military, supported by 
Iranian-backed Shiite militias and Iranian troops and 
advisers, begin major combat operations against ISIS 
in Tikrit which ISI captured inJune 2014. By Mar 13, 
ISIS is pushed out of Tikrit within the support of the 
U.S. -led coaltion forces, making this a symbolic 
victory as well as a strategic victory for the Iraqi 
forces. 

Reclaim Australia "Anti-lslamisation" marches 
planned (Marchl3): "Anti-Islam" marches are 
declared in cities all over Australia, first starting in 
Brisbane. The organizers claim that this is merely to 
maintain Australia's developing pluralist society. 
However many perceive this as being an attempt to 
keep things as they were or even as they are, this has 
been denied assertively by many of the protest's 
organizers. 

Catergory Five Cyclone Hits Venuato (Mar 14) : 

Called Tropical Cyclone Pam, the storm is 
characterised by heavy rainfall and damaging 
270kmp/h winds. The U.N. Office of the Coordination 
of Humanitarian Affairs claims that Cyclone Pam will 
likely be the South Pacific's worst natural disaster 
with at least nine nations already having suffered 
some level of devastation. 

Netanyahu's Likud Party Wins Israeli Elections (Mar 
17): After polls leading up to the elections had him 
behind, Israeli Prime Minister Ben Netanyahu and his 
party win the election with 30 of 120 seats. The main 
rival party, the Zionist Union Alliance, wins 24 seats. 
Netanyahu's vow to resist the creation of a 
Palestinian State was backtracked when Netanyahu 
stated in a TV interview that he remains "committed 
to a two-state vision and Palestine Statehood" if 
conditions in the region improve. 

German Jetliner Carrying 150 People Crashes (Mar 
24): Germanwings Flight 9525 crashes into the 
French Alps while on a routine flight from Barcelona, 
Spain to Dusseldorf, Germany. All 144 passengers 
and 6 crew are killed. As of March 26, evidence from 



the flight recorder indicates that the co-pilot 
deliberately crashed the air craft. Officials from 
Germanwings and their parent company Lufthansa, 
claim that there was no indication that the crash was 
an act of terrorism. Investigators also announce that 
the Pilot had been locked out of the cockpit before 
the air craft went into descent. 

Indiana Passes Religious Freedoms Laws (Mar 26): 

Indiana Governor Mike Pence signed the Freedom 
Restoration Act into Law. The new law created an 
almost immediate backlash and boycott by those 
who felt it could be used to discriminate against 
LGBTQ individuals. Several neibouring city mayors 
ban travel to Indiana in protest of the behaviour and 

law. On April 2 nc ', Governor Pence signed an 
amendment that clarifies in more clear terms the 
extent of the law, and that it CANNOT be used to 
discriminate against members of the general public 
based on race, colour, religion, ancestry, sex, sexual 
orientation, gender identity or United States military 
services.

The Election of the Syriza 
government in Greece; Victory 
or Tragedy?

The election of the "government of the radical left' in 
Greece, Syriza, has been hailed by some as a way 
forward for the Greek working class following the 
social disaster produced by the savage austerity 
conditions imposed by the Troika after the debt crisis 
of 2010. After running a of budget deficit of 12.7% of 
GDP, the Greek government was 'bailed out' on 
condition that it implement cuts to social spending. 
The austerity imposed upon Greece by the European 
financial aristocracy has taken its toll, producing great 
social misery as both homelessness and 
unemployment are rife, many families now live on 
meagre incomes struggling to subsist and access to 
healthcare is significantly limited. After five years 
under these conditions it is understandable that mass 
opposition to Austerity has emerged. The Greek 
working class voted on January 25^ to abolish all 
laws of austerity by electing those who postured as an 
alternative, those who even went so far as to call 
themselves Marxists! 

Alas they have cynically exploited the aspirations of 
millions of voter, late betraying them with only 
cosmetic changes to the earlier austerity agreement. 
Syriza are waging a fight for the defence of capitalist 
property relations from mounting class tensions 
through redirecting this incipient anti-capitalist 
sentiment back into safe parliamentary channels. 
Syriza' s leader, Tspiras, is fond of telling the 
representatives of finance capital that they have 
"nothing to fear" from the election of a Syriza 
government. Syriza' s finance minister, Varoufakis, 
has revised and distorted Marxism and has vowed to 
"save European capitalism from itself, and is now 
renegotiating the payment of debt, in doing so he has 
pledged to "push through the deep reforms of the 
Greek state that governments before us refused to 
do". 

In Australia Syriza has been given unconditional 
support from the pseudo left 

Socialist Alternative told their readership that the 
election was a "stunning victory of the left in 
Greece." that it represented a "direct challenge to the 
neoliberal agenda that has dominated Western 
capitalism over the last 30 years." 
While socialist alliance has said that Syriza "opened 
the first breach in the great wall of neoliberal 
austerity", and on the decision to continue austerity 



and stay in the EU "the other alternatives were greater 
evils". 

The International Youth and Students along with the 
World Socialist Website have long insisted that "In its 
origin, social composition, and politics, Syriza is a 
bourgeois party — one of many, including the 
Democrats under US President Barack Obama, that 
come to power making promises of 'hope' and 'change' 
and then impose policies of austerity and war." 

Syriza offers no way forward for the Greek working 
class, only sophistry and demagogy. 



G20 Leaders 1 Personal Details 
Leaked

The personal details of a number of world leaders have 
been accidentally made public after an unnamed 
immigration department official failed to check the 
auto-complete function of their email service, sending 
the details to the wrong recipient. 

The personal details of world leaders attending last 
year's G20 summit in Brisbane, including US President 
Barack Obama, UK Prime Minister David Cameron, 
German Chancellor Angela Merkel, and Russian 
President Vladimir Putin, were instead emailed to a 
member of the Asian Cup Local Organising Committee. 
The recipient claimed to have deleted this information. 

What is most surprising, however, is that an email from 
the Department of Immigration to the Privacy 
Commissioner, obtained by The Guardian, reveals that 
the department did not consider it necessary to inform 
the G20 leaders that their personal details were made 
public. 

The personal details accidentally leaked in the email 
included passport numbers, visa details and dates of 
birth. Given that the breach was reported less than 10 
minutes after the fact, the information did not include 
addresses or contact details, and the recipient of the 
email deleted this information and did not distribute it 
further, the Immigration department the risk of the 
breach "very low", describing it as an "isolated 
example of human error". 

While it appears that, on this occasion, no significant 
damage has been done, this leak raises serious 
questions about the security of the personal information 
of Australians. One should not forget that due to the 
passing of the mandatory data retention laws through 
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the parliament, there is very little private information 
that the Australian government does not have access to 
about its citizens. 

The fact that the Department of Immigration felt that it 
was unnecessary to inform several of the most 
powerful individuals in world that their private 
information had been leaked does not engender a great 
deal of confidence. The obvious question seems to be: 
If the government leaked your personal information, 
would you ever know? 



NUS Demobilizes Student 
Action

Around 80-100 students gathered outside WA 
parliament in a very flat rally with little chanting and 
no marching. It was part of the National Union of 
Students national day of action on the 25 March 
against attacks on education and pushing for more 
funding for universities. 

Less than 24 hours earlier the rally was going to be 
held at Murray Street Mall before being changed to 
Parliament house, this decision resulted in a 
demobilized rally and didn't make any political sense 
as: 

1 . Murray Street Mall had being promoted since the 
start of semester as being the location of the rally. 
Numerous people were bound to rock up at the 
original location, imagine the effect on students 
coming to their first rally and then seeing no one there. 

2. It's a federal issue not a state issue. There isn't any 
sense in having it at a state parliament. 

3. WA parliament house is awkward to get to via 
public transport and a fair walk from the original 
location. If you rock up at the original location at the 
start time, your probably not going to bother getting to 
Parliament house. 

4. There isn't anyone else around parliament house. 
Your taking the rally from a high-density population 
area to somewhere that isn't in the public eye. 

The justification the NUS gave for this decision is that 
it's illegal to protest in Murray Street Mall without a 
council permit. Since they didn't get a permit, they 
had to change the venue the night before. 

This is a very soft and weak argument as it is not 
illegal to have rallies in Murray Street Mall without a 
permit. A few years ago Perth City Council and the 



police tried to stop rallies happening without a permit 
and even took activists to court. After a free speech 
campaign and the courts not convicting people for 
gathering peacefully with signs in Murray Street Mall 
to make political demands their hasn't being a rally 
shut down by police in Murray Street Mall. 

The NUS also didn't have a serious plan of how to get 
people from Murray Street Mall to Parliament house. 
At the advertised start time of the rally, no one from 
the NUS was visibly re-directing people at Murray 
Street Mall to the new venue. 

I have being told there where a number of people 
wandering around the original location with signs and 
looking confused as to what was happening. 

Many of the people involved in putting in the hours to 
build this rally from stalls and poster runs to contacting 
people and social media posting were not involved in 
making this decision. A discussion in the Murdoch 
education action network Facebook group showed a 
clear consensus to stay at Murray Street Mall. 

It again raises the need to fight for democracy within 
the student movement and in doing so support moves 
to establish organisations outside of the NUS that can 
help create a broad and united student movement.

Today, we're going to take a break from recipes to 
talk about some of the things you need in your 
kitchen to survive on more than 2 minute noodles and 
bricks of charred meat. Don't laugh, I've seen this in 
person. 

Salt and pepper 

All I will say about this one is duh. You don't need 
sea salt unless you like to feel a little fancy; it literally 
does nothing different. Plain ordinary iodised salt is 
fine. However, whole peppercorns freshly cracked 
taste way better than pre-ground pepper, so splurge a 
little on this.

Frozen veggies

Furious 7

The Fast and the Furious started as a franchise 
designed for those obsessed with fast cars, but has 
since become the new standard for the "stupid action" 
genre. This, however, is far from criticism. Furious 7 
is exactly what anyone should be expecting from 
these films by now, insane stunts, professional 
wrestling level of no-selling pain and some of the 
biggest action stars of today. 

Starring Vin Diesel, Jason Statham, the late Paul 
Walker, and directed by James Wan (Insidious, The 
Conjuring), Furious 7 brings us back soon after Fast 
and Furious 6 left off, Shaw (Luke Evans) is in 
hospital being visited by his brother Deckard Shaw 
(Statham) who swears vengeance against Toretto 
(Diesel) and his team. From there Deckard gets into a 
brawl with Dwayne 'The Rock" Johnson, well Agent 
Hobbs as he is known in the film but let's face it, this 
is actually Statham vs The Rock, and I doubt anyone 
has any problems with that. As this scene begins 
though, take note of how much glass is in the building 
compared to how little there is afterward. The rest of 
the film is Toretto' s team helping a government 
Agent (Kurt Russell) attain the "God's Eye" in a 
roundabout plot to stopping Deckard. That's not to 
say there isn't anything interesting, far from it, just, 
there is a tonne of insane action that needs to be seen 
and I don't plan to spoil it for you. 

For a director who has mostly been involved with 
horror films thus far in his career, Wan takes the helm 
of this action film with ease, despite the now expected 
quick cuts in the action scenes, the film is shot very 
well. No complaints from the acting, these guys have 
all been here before, and while the script leaves 
something to be desired at times, we don't watch 
these films to hear people talk do we? 

Now, Paul Walker, for a crazy action movie, this 
series has always been rather sentimental about 
family, and with the passing of Paul Walker during 
the filming of Furious 7, some changes were made, 
particularly to the ending which is a pretty incredible 
in story tribute to the actor, and what they do with 
him will leave many tough guys weeping as they 
leave the theatre. Should also be noted the 
filmmakers did a good job with CGI and Walker's 
siblings to film the extra scenes required without 
Walker himself to do them.

Dogs In Space

Dogs in Space (1986) is an Australian film by director 
Richard Lowenstein starring lead singer of the band 
INXS, Michael Hutchence. A rather odd film that isn't 
really about anything at all, no plot structure, no 
character arcs; we simply experience the lives of the 
characters for a few days. That's what this film is, a 
moment in time. Is it a good film? Not particularly, it 
is very loud, always busy with little room to breathe and 
its lack of structure would suggest no, Dogs in Space is 
not a good film. However, I don't think the film was 
ever really intended to be some great piece of 
filmmaking. It is an experience, for those that can 
relate to it; it will likely resonate strongly with them, 
serving as a time capsule of a small piece of what some 
people may have experienced living in 1970's 
Melbourne. 

In a dodgy street in Melbourne lives a group of misfits 
centered around Sam and his punk band Dogs in Space. 
Their lives entail sex, drugs, partying, music and that 
one guy just trying to study for his exams. The 
characters very much live in the now, tending to avoid 
holding grudges at all really; things happen, followed 
by the next thing and little changes in between. They 
kick someone out of their band and the next minute 
they'll be partying along with him just the same. 
Someone hooks up with someone else and their partner 
finds out, and a little while later all is forgiven. If you 
cannot relate to this, it is actually really bizarre to 
watch, actions don't seem to have consequences in this 
world, or even really affect the characters for any 
reasonable amount of time. Life just goes on. 

As for the technical aspects of the film, there really isn't 
a whole lot to say, the screen tends to be cluttered the 
majority of the time, very busy, and loud, there are very 
few quiet moments. Though, while this sounds like a 
criticism, it actually suits the film rather well. The 
characters are always busy and loud, so why shouldn't 
the camera shots be as well? It does make it hard to 
take it all in at times though as you get easily distracted 
by almost nonsense in the background, but with a film 
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lacking as much focus as this anyway, you just 
accept it really. 

So can I recommend this film? Well, it certainly 
wasn't for me personally, I think it's worth checking 
out, for anyone that can relate to this kind of 
lifestyle, I think they will take something meaningful 
away from this movie, and I think it does a very 
good job of capsulizing a small piece of time. So, 
while ultimately not for everyone, this film will 
certainly have an audience.

Review: Werewolf Priest! The 
Lamentable Ballad of Father 
Hank Grimby

After an incredibly successful debut as part of The 
Blue Room Theatre's 2014 season, the award 
winning musical Werewolf Priest! The Lamentable 
Ballad of Father Hank Grimby - written by Levon J 
Polinelli - has returned to the stage at Nexus Theatre. 

As the audience enters the theatre, they are met with 
a bleak forest and a carpet of fog that covers the 
stage. This is Huntersville and there is something 
very evil within the town. 

The first character to be introduced is the young 
priest Father Hank Grimby (Thomas Dimmick) as he 
walks through the dark forest, but as he hears a 
bloodcurdling scream and tries to flee he is then 
attacked by a beast. Nursed back to health by Doctor 
Talbot (Jason Dohle) and Brooke Gainsborough 
(Harriet Fettis) - the Mayors daughter and target of 
Hanks quiet affections - Father Hank Grimby soon 
learns that Brookes father, Mayor Gainsborough 
(Timothy Brain) has finally found a suitable husband 
for her in George Waggner (Joshua Towns) an 
infamous explorer. 

But this soon turns to be the least of his problems, as 
he struggles with a deadly ailment that threatens to 
consume the entire village of Huntersville. Is there a 
cure? Or is there something more sinister at work? 

Keaton Howe has done a wonderful job directing 
Werewolf Priest! The musical had great balance in 
creating some hilarious and cheesy moments, but 
also allowed for moments of vulnerability with the 
characters. 



The music composed by Ash Gibson Grieg is 
entertaining and has some serious hooks that will leave 
you singing a chorus for a few days. 

The set and costumes were exceptional, although most 
- if not all - of the scene changes were too long and 
clunky, temporarily ripping the audience out of the 
world of Huntersville. 

Thomas Dimmick is wonderful as the reserved and 
quiet Father Hank Grimby, although he had a penchant 
for looking down at the stage a lot of the time and this 
made it hard for the little emotions to be seen by the 
audience. Harriet Fettis is amazing as Brooke 
Gainsborough giving her character an edge that gave 
her character personality and less like a lamp. Her 
singing was the strongest out of the cast. Joshua 
Towns adds a Zapp Brannigan and Gilderoy Lockhart 
flare to his highly electric performance as the 
flamboyant and self-absorbed George Waggner, his 
character adding much in the way of comedy. 

Timothy Brain and Jason Dohle both gave a genuinely 
good performance as their characters respectively. 
Timothy Brain gave one of the more vulnerable and 
heartfelt moments to the musical. 

Werewolf Priest! The Lamentable Ballad of Father 
Hank Grimby is very much like a B grade horror film 
and I mean this in the best possible way. It doesn't 
take itself seriously and allows for the audience to sit 
back and be taken for a ride.

One step closer to Amazon drones: Amazon has 
received approval from the Federal Aviation 
Administration to test their delivery drones outside. 
Despite rules being proposed in February that ban 
small unmanned aircraft systems to be used for 
commercial flights unless their pilots certified at a 
fee of less than $300 USD and remain within sight 
of their drone which must fly below 500 feet. This, 
in essence means that delivery drones are not 
possible but that has not stopped Amazon. For the 
tests, the delivery drones must remain below 400 
feet and in sight of the pilot. 

Windows 10 upgrade will work for pirates: 

Microsoft has promised that upgrades to Windows 
10 will be free, even for any pirated copies. 
However, Microsoft already marks all pirated 
versions of Windows as f non-genuine f and that 
branding will remain if that copy is upgraded. This 
means that a kill switch is installed on the software 
that allows very little functionality, practically 
allowing you to do nothing but open Internet 
Explorer. Feel free to try your luck, but don't expect 
any new behaviour from Microsoft. 

Liquid cooling for smartphones: Fujitsu 
Laboratories in Kawasaki, Japan are now developing 
a small copper loop to be put inside smartphones to 
pump water through the system to keep it cool. The 
pipe and evaporators of the cooler is 0.6 mm and the 
condenser is only 1mm. It forms a rectangular frame 
that fits nicely within a smartphone that boasts 5 
times greater heat transfer than previously developed 
pipes of comparable size. Using patterned holes in 
the inner copper sheets creates a capillary action that 
assists the water to circulate and transfer heat even 
despite the orientation of the phone. Even better is 
the fact that the layout is entirely customisable, 
preventing any inhibitions to functionality or 
performance in the design. Fujitsu aims to have the 
product implemented in 2017 and plans to later build 
similar liquid-cooling systems for medical 
equipment, small notebooks and other technology.

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What The Science? 
"The Scintillating Grid 
Illusion"

What is it?

Discovered by E. Lingelbach in 1994 (happy 2V 
annoying illusion), the scintillating grid illusion is an 
annoying optical illusion where dark dots rapidly 
appear and disappear. It is also considered a variation 
of the Hermann grid illusion. 



What to do: 

Look at it! Those damn dark dots will keep randomly 
appearing even though they aren't there. If you keep 
your eyes directly on a single intersection the dark 
dots won't appear, nor will they if you look too 
closely or too far away from the image. 

Why is this happening? 

The main theory is often explained by a neural 
process called lateral inhibition. Lateral inhibition is 
where a neuron (the retinal ganglion in this case) in 
the retina is excited by the presentation of the stimuli, 
causing the neighbouring neurons to become 
inhibited. In this case the stimulus is the increased 
luminance at each intersection of the black squares. In 
simpler terms while where you were concentrating 
seems fine, the other intersections appear darker due 
to the inhibition. 

My Experience: 

Much like a cat with a red dot, at first I was 
determined to catch a black dot. While this is 
probably not the highlight of my university career I 
did what all great scientists do when they fail, find a 
new hypothesis that fits the data. So my next task was 
to check that each individual centre of the intersection 
was indeed a white dot. Using my hands and spare 
pieces of paper, I covered up all but one dot and 



systematically worked my way through each 
intersection. After an hour and a headache later it was 
discovered they were all white, my hypothesis was 
proven. 

I guess the moral of this week's WTS is whilst this 
annoying illusion seems to have not much of a purpose 
to those other than neurobiologists; it can be a great 
way to entertain small children and bored university 
students too. 
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Taiji Cove

So for anyone not aware, in Taiji cove, Japan, hunting 
for Dolphins, porpoises and some whales (as long as 
they are not species protected under the IWC (the 
International Whaling Commission)) is allowed for 6 
months of the year. It is happening right now and will 
continue until the end of February. 

This event was the subject of the documentary film 
The Cove. 

I am not going to argue that this is or isn't a part of the 
culture of this area, who am I to know what is and 
isn't a part of a culture I am not a part of and have not 
looked into. 

My problem with this event is not only the way these 
animals are killed or sold, the fact that this activity 
places a price on each animals life, the massive 
Mercury build up in these creatures making their meat 
extremely unhealthy for human consumption, but also 
that the number of Cetacean species that can be 
hunted and are not protected (71 out of 88 known 
species) by the IWC or any other body in this area. 

1 . Family pods of these creatures are herded closer 
towards the small cove area but being disorientated 
by the fisherman. By banging large pieces of metal 
pipes under the water, the Dolphins become confused 
and may break away from the pod. 

Once these animals have been pushed into the cove, 
animals large enough are killed using spears. The 
fishermen attempt to stab the spinal cord of the 
dolphin, so they stop moving and either bleed to death 
or suffocate. Other creatures have had their throats slit 
or have been suffocated by the netting used. Many 
animals get injured in the chase or die from 
exhaustion too. 

Dolphins that are considered too small are released, 
so they can be captured once they grow larger. Bare 
in mind, there is a quota the fishermen have to adhere 
to and smaller Dolphins would be a 'waste 1 . 

Overall, this is a barbaric practice. Even if you take 
out the ethical dilemma of killing the Dolphins being 
right or wrong, the way in which it is done here is 
disgusting . And it would seem the people involved 
know this, by their attempts to cover the area this 
slaughter takes place so it cannot be seen by the 
public. 

2. Creatures deemed fit enough are sold to the 
whaling museum or other parks around the world. In 
fact, it is possible to send an order for what species 
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and sex you would like to have captured for your park- 
as the Dominican Republic park did. Placing a 
monetary value on taking live creatures from the ocean 
is bad enough, but the breaking up of these family pods 
is even worse. Typically females are taken, and their 
calves are released, alone and with a very high chance 
of mortality. There is a very moral debate around 
taking animals from the wild and, the care taken of 
them in the parks they are sent to. I won't get into that. 

3. The high levels of mercury poison in cetaceans 
could cause heavy metal poisoning when a person 
consumes a large amount of dolphin meat. As top level 
predators in the trophic system, cetaceans are known to 
have extremely high levels of mercury in their bodies. 
So not only are Dolphins being horrendously killed, 
but the food they are killed to produce is terrible for 
human consumption. 

4. There has been a consistent decline in cetacean 
populations globally. Whilst the species hunted in Taiji 
may not be currently threatened under the IUCN (the 
International Union for Conservation of Nature), I 
cannot see any reason to risk adding to the very 
extensive list of threatened, endangered or extinct 
species currently on the IUCN list. Not only can I see 
no reason to take such a risk, I cannot see any reason to 
take such a risk by killing animals in such a barbaric 
manner or, the how the killing of such highly 
intelligent creatures serves any benefit other than 
monetary gain. That is not a good enough reason as far 
as I am concerned. This area has greatly benefited 
economically from the deaths of thousands of 
cetaceans, it can find other ways to maintain its 
economy now that it has grown so much. 

You may disagree with me. That is fine. But my hope 
is anyone who bothers to read this to the end will also 
be outraged. It is through knowledge we gain power. 
And by spreading knowledge we can create change. So 
here it is.

Australia Losing Billions to 
Corporate Tax Dodging

Figures showed that the top 900 companies paid an 
average of 19.3 percent tax on profits. 

The actual corporate tax rate is 30 per cent (of 
profits), however companies are utilising tax havens 
and taking advantage of a government turning a blind 
eye to blatant tax evasion. 

The ATO document found by an independent review 
of tax avoidance shows the top 900 companies, 
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including the ASX 200, contributed $44.7 billion in 
2013-14. 

This figure would have been $69.5 billion if they paid 
at the 30 per cent rate that is written in law. 

A third of Australian companies, for example James 
Hardie and Downer EDI are paying less than 10 percent 
company tax. 

Meanwhile an Australian on average weekly earnings 
pays an effective tax of 22.7 per cent of their income 
according to a release by Joe Hockey 

Most shocking is that News Corp has siphoned off $4.5 
billion in the last two years from his Australian media 
businesses into the New York parent company through 
an array of shares and dividends. 

According to figures acquired by the Sydney Morning 
Herald, the Rupert Murdoch owned companies have 
paid an income tax equivalent of 4.8 percent. 

I know a lot of broke students living on a diet of Fruity 
Lexia and mi goring that pay a much higher tax rate 
than our BRW's richest man whose wealth is estimated 
by Forbes at $13.9 billion dollars. 

While the government continues to scheme up new 
ways of "tightening the belt" by scrapping vital services 
and creating inequality, maybe we could just tax the 
companies that are taking billions of dollars of profits 
from our resources offshore. 



The conflict over the Asian 
Infrastructure Investment Bank

There Is great conflict in the political circles of many 
countries surrounding their involvement in the Chinese 
led Asian Infrastructure Investment Bank (AIIB) as any 
involvement is tied to the power struggle between 
China and America. 

The AIIB was first conceptualized in 2013 and it has a 
pool of initial capital of $100 Billion. The concept for a 
new bank emerged after the slow pace of reforms to the 
IMF's voting structure. Secondly it is said that 
Infrastructure projects in Asia are woefully 
underfunded, the Asia Development Bank Institute 
published a recent report stating that "using the most 
conservative estimate, the investment requirement 
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for infrastructure at the national level is a 
staggering US$8.3 trillion over the next decade 59 and 

none of the existing institutions have the capacity to 
service Asia's financial demands. 

The conflict around the AIIB is linked to the 'Pivot to 
Asia', the diplomatic, economic, political and military 
offensive aimed foremost against China. Recent years 
have seen the rapid rise of China as the nexus of 
globalised production; this has been counterproductive 
to US interests as it seeks to continue to dominate the 
region and write the rules of trade and finance though 
agreements such as the 'Trans Pacific Partnership'. 
The AIIB is a challenge to America's World Bank and 
IMF and the Japanese' Asia Development Bank, 
additionally it is feared that the development of 
Infrastructure, such as ports and air strips, could 
undermine America's military supremacy. 

Australia was initially keen on joining the bank after 
being offered a role as founding member, but after 
high level intervention from senior American political 
figures, Australia withdrew its support. The 
government has since reversed that decision and 
decided to follow the recent rush of nations in joining 
the bank. Australia's decision to join is especially 
significant as until now Australia has been a staunch 
ally, integral to the success of the Pivot to Asia due to 
its geographical position in Asia. Australia has become 
a de facto military base for the US through 
communications facilities such as Pine Gap and North 
West Cape, through basing arrangements such as that 
already existing in Darwin, and through the push to 
modernize Australia's military. 

Just as Japan and Germany have revised their post 
WW2 pacifist constitutions to be able to participate in 
future wars of aggression, the decision by many of 
America's allies to join the bank, to place economic 
considerations over their alliance, is further evidence 
of the breakdown of the post WW2 geopolitical 
framework. The capitalist profit system has certainly 
not overcome its inherent contradictions; as such we 
are entering another period of wars and revolutions. 
The struggle for power in Asia will be disastrous 
unless the working class intervenes to overthrow 
capitalism.
